The  modern  dahlia  is  probably  the  most  popular  flower  grown,  and  it

At  the  19  23  exhibition  of  the  Pasadena  Horticultural  Association 
of  Pasadena,  Cal.,  the  dahlia  was  for  the  first  time  given  the  highest  award 
over  all  other  flowers  on  display  and  there  were  some  of  the  finest  roses  and 
chrysanthemums  from  the  most  expert  growers  in  Southern  California,  also 
this  was  in  late  October  when  the  dahlia  is  supposed  to  be  past  its  prime. 

Our  specialty  is  growing  dahlias.  These  are  grown  primarily  for  roots 
under  ordinary  field  culture,  without  being  forced  or  fertilized  and  our  long 
growing  season  and  slow  ripening  period  produces  roots  of  great  vigor.  Our 
planting  this  year  consisted  of  fifteen  acres  and  literally  thousands  of  vari- 
eties, established  and  under  trial.  We  realize  that  no  one  section  or  country 
can  produce  all  of  the  best  varieties,  so  our  policy  is  to  grow  the  best  from 
the  whole  world.  In  going  through  this  catalogue  you  will  note  that  our 
list  contains  dahlias  from  everywhere:  California,  the  middle  West,  the 
East,  as  well  as  the  European  countries,  for  it  must  be  admitted  that  Europe 
has  given  us  and  is  still  sending  out  some  of  the  very  best  dahlias.  In  order 
to  keep  abreast  of  the  new  developments  we  keep  in  touch  with  all  the 
growers  and  procure  for  trial  their  latest  introductions.  New  varieties  are 
not  placed  in  our  catalogue  until  we  have  thoroughly  tried  them  out  for  at 
least  one  season  and  in  most  cases  longer.  And  it  is  surprising  to  see  the 
number  of  varieties  which  we  discard. 

We  do  not  depend  upon  other  growers  entirely  for  the  new  kinds,  as  our 
own  planting  of  seedlings  is  as  large  as  that  of  any  grower.  For  the  past 
several  seasons  we  have  planted  on  an  average  of  twenty-five  thousand 
seedlings  yearly — these  are  now  being  tried  out  and  culled  out,  and  we 
have  some  wonderful  surprises  in  store  for  future  introduction.  Our  policy 
is  never  to  disseminate  a seedling  variety  until  it  is  at  least  four  years  old; 
we  still  have  1918  seedlings  in  our  trial  gardens  which  have  not  yet  been 
introduced.  We  have  adopted  this  policy  for  two  reasons;  first,  no  va- 
riety is  sent  out  until  it  is  thoroughly  established;  second,  that  we  are  able 
to  offer  it  at  a price  within  the  reach  of  all.  We  do  not  wish  to  say  that  a 
new  variety  may  not  be  worth  twenty-five,  fifty  or  a hundred  dollars,  but  we 
do  know  that  the  average  grower  does  not  care  to  invest  that  amount  of 
money  in  a novelty  and  have  it  turn  out  to  be  no  better  than  something 
that  may  be  bought  for  fifty  cents  or  a dollar.  Such  has  sometimes  been  our 
experience. 

We  are  encouraged  in  thinking  that  our  stock  and  business  methods 
are  satisfactory  to  our  customers  as  evidenced  by  our  growth,  from  an  in- 
significant beginning  in  1916  to  that  of  the  largest  growers  in  the  West.

We  recommend  April,  May,  and  June  as  the  best  months  in  which  to  plant.

Prices  quoted  are  for  divisions  of  field  grown  roots,  which  have  not 
been  forced  or  propagated  from.  We  propagate  cuttings  from  a consider- 
able number  of  varieties  every  season  and  these  plants  are  ready  during 
June  and  July.  We  will  gladly  send  a list  of  varieties  ready  at  that  time 
to  anyone  interested.

We  prepay  postage  on  all  retail  orders  of  $2.00  or  more.  On  all  orders 
of  less  amount  a charge  of  fifteen  cents  will  be  made  to  cover  postage  and 
packing.

All  roots  and  plants  are  guaranteed  to  be  true  to  name  as  grown  by 
us  and  to  reach  our  customers  in  growing  condition;  we  are  ready  and 
willing  to  replace  any  that  should  prove  otherwise.  However,  not  having 
control  over  the  plants  after  they  are  set  out,  it  is  hardly  reasonable  to  hold 
us  responsible  for  losses  caused  by  insects,  drouth,  poor  soils,  unfavorable 
locations,  or  other  natural  causes.  We  use  the  greatest  care  throughout 
the  growing  season  to  cull  out  diseased  plants  and  all  that  are  not  true  to 
variety,  and  believe  that  our  stock  is  as  true  as  human  care  can  make  it. 

A FEW  POINTS  ON  GROWING  DAHLIAS 

Do  not  plant  until  after  all  danger  of  frost  is  over. 

Plant  four  to  six  inches  deep,  laying  the  root  down  horizontally;  do 
not  stand  on  end.  Any  soil  that  will  grow  good  vegetables  will  grow 
good  dahlias. 

Water  sparingly  during  the  early  stages  of  growth,  but  keep  the  ground 
well  cultivated.  Water  heavily  when  the  flowers  appear,  and  mulch  with 
any  suitable  material  if  obtainable. 

Do  not  allow  the  flowers  to  die  on  the  bush  or  go  to  seed;  cut  them  off 
in  order  to  have  continuous  bloom.  Cut  the  flowers  with  long  stems;  this 
will  naturally  thin  out  the  bush  and  give  you  more  flowers  in  the  end. 

And  above  all,  do  not  be  disappointed  or  discouraged  if  you  do  not 
grow  enormous  exhibition  flowers  on  your  first  attempt.  Remember  that 
the  mammoth  blooms  seen  at  the  shows  are  produced  by  growers  with 
years  of  experience.

The  climatic  conditions  in  Southern  California  are  such  that  the  seed 
produced  here  is  superoir  to  that  grown  anywhere  else.  We  have  an  ex- 
ceptionally long  growing  season,  as  may  be  noted  from  the  above  cut, 
which  is  a view  of  a portion  of  our  gardens  in  late  November,  and  for  this 
reason  it  is  not  necessary  to  harvest  the  seed  until  very  late  in  the  year. 
This  condition  allows  the  best  and  most  double  varieties  to  form  seed,  which 
is  not  possible  in  localities  where  the  growth  is  stopped  earlier  in  the  season. 

We  do  not  practice  hand  pollination  except  for  experimental  purposes, 
as  our  experience  has  been  that  most  of  the  so-called  crosses  are  entirely  un- 
certain unless  done  with  such  painstaking  care  that  the  cost  of  the  seed 
would  be  prohibitive,  tut  we  depend  entirely  on  natural  agencies  to  dis- 
tribute the  pollen  from  one  flower  to  another.  That  our  seed  is  fully  equal 
to  any,  whether  advertised  as  hand  crossed  or  not,  is  evidenced  by  the  glow- 
ing reports  we  are  continually  receiving  from  our  customers  of  the  suc- 
cesses they  have  had  with  it. 

THE  SEED  IS  PUT  UP  IN  THE  FOLLOWING  GRADES: 

EXTRA  SELECTED  MIXED.  Saved  only  from  the  best  flowers  grown 
in  our  show  beds  where  all  of  the  different  varieties  we  have  in  our  collec- 
tion are  planted  indiscriminately  and  every  opportunity  is  had  for  natural 
cross  fertilization.  Put  up  only  in  packets  at  50  cents  and  $1.00  each. 

STANDARD  GRADE.  Saved  from  the  best  varieties  grown  in  our 
main  fields,  where  the  different  sorts  are  planted  in  large  blocks.  This 
grade  may  be  had  in  separate  types:  DECORATIVE,  PEONY,  HYBRID 
CACTUS,  COLLARETTE,  POMPON,  or  MIXED.  Put  up  in  packets  at  25 
cents,  50  cents,  and  $1.00  each. 

SPECIAL  GRADE.  Every  season  we  gather  for  our  own  planting  a 
very  limited  quantity  of  seed  from  named  varieties  and  keep  a record  of  the 
parent  plant.  Heretofore  we  have  put  any  surplus  over  our  requirements 
into  the  mixtures,  but  we  have  had  numerous  inquiries  for  this  special  seed 
so  we  have  decided  to  place  it  on  the  market.  It  is  entirely  impossible  to 
give  a list  of  the  varieties  from  which  this  seed  may  be  had  as  at  the  time 
this  is  written  the  seed  is  not  yet  harvested.  However,  we  will  be  pleased 
to  send  a list  to  anyone  interested  any  time  after  January  fifteenth  on  a 
special  request.  Owing  to  the  extra  expense  of  handling  small  quantities 
this  is  only  put  up  in  packets  at  $1.00  each.
